The Puritans 
went so far as to pass an Order of 
Parliament forbidding observance of 
the day but they were not altogether 
successful in their dominance. In Scot 
land, Calvin frowned upon the custom 
as being too heathen -in its original as 
Sociations to be countenanced.

In Canada some of these custom

Much of everyday life was 
humdrum, drab, and lean for the toil 
ing masses, but the “master’, who 
made any pretense to pomp and cir- 
cumstances, regarded Christmas as 
the one day of the whole big round 
year when his household should give 
itself completely over to customs, 
feasts and services, befitting so not- 
able an event.

They will be the leading | 
arguments in the plea for the return 
of the government to power.

Another probable outcome of the 
transfer of the natural resources is 
the enlargement of the Alberta cabin 
et, It is evident, that the administrat- 
ion of ‘the lands, minerals. fisheries 
forests and water powers turned over 
by Ottawa will entail a great deal of 
extra work in Edmonton. 

The present cabinet consists of 
eight regular ministers and one with 
out portfolio.

In any 
case the Prince glorified it in his roy 
al household and the idea of having 
® tree in each home thereafter rapid 
ly grew in popularity. 

Just here one may pause a mom 
ént to pick up the traditional connéct 
ion which mistletoe. has with Christ 
nas for it is everywhere used in the 
festivities of Canadians. 

Like one or two other things it 

comes down to us from a custom of 
the Druids whose mystic religion and 
rites held sway over the éarly Britons 
prior to the ‘conquest of England by 
Julia8 Caesar. This chaste and deli 
cate little growth was held in great 
veneration by the priests of this an- 
cient faith because of mitsletioe’s as 
sociations with the oak the favorite 
iree of Tutanes the Druid son god 
During the celebration in that carly 
time of the winter solsticc this pant 
parasite was gathered with much ado 
and rejoicing. Pomp and ceremonial 
attended its collection and treatment 
Following a sacrifice the mistletoe 
was’ distributed among the people 
who hung it ove: their doorways as 
a propitiation to the sylvan deities 
Curing the season of cold. 
| Wholesome Christmas observance, 
,ccmbining merriment with some ~c- 
ligious reverence was probably intro 
; Guced into Canada by the United Em 
| pire Loyalists. Those who had scttled 
in the Maritimes and in Upper Can- 
ada brought with them many echoes 
oi life in the Moter Land and the Yule 
log the tree, plum pudding and mince 
pie were among those “material” ech 
oes. 


A chronicler of that period speaks 
of the Yule logs that were cut in the 
forests and dragged out into the settle 
ments by shouting men and boys He 
remarks that no beast must be yoked 
tc the log that was “Christmas” 
Those were the pioneer days before 
stoves were in use when fireplaces 
and wide hearths were the magnets 
that drew round them the merry fam 
ily groups. It, was the custom, in those 
Gays to have a religious scrvice on 
Christmas Eve Then Christmas Day 
was given over to feasting, games 
stories, music, and, sometimes danc 
Ig. 

Coming back now to.the popular 
use of the tree in all parts of America 
particularly of the areas less remotely 
south questions naturally arise. Where 
ere so many millions of trees obtain- 
ca?
